DETROIT (AP) - Mrs. John Horn 


says she has been fighting fat all her life 
but nothing really worked until she told 
her dentist: "Shut my mouth." 


Mrs. Horn says she's already lost 17 


pounds since she had her jaws wired 
shut two weeks ago. 


She weighed j ust over 200 pounds when 


she began her diet. 


But the suburban Gibraltar housewife 


admits that, even with her jaws wired, 
she manages to cheat on her diet. 


Along with diet soft drinks, tomato 


juice and other low-calorie liquids, Mrs. 


Horn says she has' also downed three 
beers. 


Mrs. Horn says she got the idea from 


reading news accounts about an over- 
weight woman in England who had her 
teeth cemented together to stop her from 
overeating. 


She and her husband have one 


daughter, Emily, 2. Mrs. Horn says she 
wants another baby, but she has had two 
miscarriages. 


"I think it was being overweight, 


although my doctor never said so," she 
said. "That's really why I went for this: 


I want to have another baby." 


So, while having some dental work 


done by Dr. Gilbert Klieff of Trenton, 
Mrs. Horn mentioned the English 
woman and asked the oral surgeon if he 
knew of a dentist who could do the same 
for her. 


Klieff said he could do the work. So, 


after getting her doctor's okay and one 
last binge at a restaurant, Mrs. Horn was 
fitted with what looks like oversized 
braces. 


"Everybody says, 'You're so brave!' 


But if I'd known how much it was going 


to hurt those first couple of days —wow," 
she said. 


"It's been worth it," said Mrs. Horn, 


who says she had a weight problem all 
her life. She figures that at the rate she 
is losing weight now, she should be 85 
pounds lighter in three months. 


Mrs. Horn said that the first few days 


after having her jaws wired shut she 
could hardly talk, let alone eat. 


"And I really thought I'd have room 


for a straw or something," she said. 
"But nothing! You dribble and slurp a 
lot until you get the hang of it." 
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Numbing cold stung the nation's 


midsection today dropping tempera- 
tures to record lows. 


Official temperatures in Appleton 


ranged from plus 16 to 13 degrees below 
zero, with unofficial temperatures in 
the area dropping 4 to 5 degrees lower. 


The cold wave followed a week of 


arctic temperatures, heavy snow, sleet 
and drenching rains across the eastern 
half of the nation, downpours of rain in 
Southern California and deep snow in the 
California mountains. 


The rains and snow hit California 


again today and spilled into the Pacific 
Northwest and Nevada. The California 
Highway Patrol opened some roads in 
the snowbound San Bernardino Moun- 
tains but warned that the roads would be 
closed again without notice as soon as 
resort spots were filled. 


But the weather calmed somewhat in 


the eastern half of the country, except-for 
persistent cold. 


Temperatures dropped to -30 long 


before daybreak at Lincoln, Neb., 
breaking the record of 29 below set in 
1892 there. 


Readings were even lower than -30 in 


North Dakota, over 20 below at Min- 
neapolis and below zero at Kansas City 
and Denver. 


Snow whitened northwest Texas and 


rain washed northern Florida, southern 
Georgia and South Carolina. 


Light snow dusted much of Michigan 


and the northern Ohio Valley and the 
northern half of the Appalachians and 
northern New England. More than 9 


inches fell on Caribou, Maine, through 
Friday. 


A tornado at Montezuma, Ga., Friday 


tore up a mobile home and house and a 
pecan tree grove. No injuries were 
reported. 


Heavy rains that flooded western 


Tennessee Thursday seeped into an 
underground telephone cable to the 
Memphis Fire Department's-com- 
munications center, knocking out most, 
of the emergency telephones Friday. 
About 50 fire vehicles, with lights 
flashing, patrolled neighborhoods 
looking for fires until most lines were 
restored. 


Upstream communities around 


Charleston, W.Va., began scraping and 
hosing away two days' of mud while 
downstream points on the Guyandotte 
and Big Sandy rivers prepared for more 
water. Flooding in West Virginia 
already has forced from 300 to 400 
persons from their homes. 


Temperatures before dawn ranged 


from -32 at Bismarck, N.D., to 75 at Kev 
West, Fla.

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Congress to probe crisis 


Kissinger in 
Egypt for talks 


ASWAN, Egypt (AP) -Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger and President 
Anwar Sadat conferred in a garden 
gazebo today on how to prevent a partial 
Israeli troop withdrawal from turning 
into the status quo in the Sinai. 


Egyptians have privately expressed 


concern that Israel might withdraw 18 
miles or so from the Suez Canal front and 
then dig in west of the Sinai passes. 


Reopening of the Suez Canal should 


come only in an over-all peace 
settlement including a phased 
withdrawal in the Sinai acceptable to 
Egypt, the government-controlled press 
has repeatedly observed. 


Kissinger briefed Sadat for over an 


hour after his arrival Friday night and 
sources said they discussed four basic 
questions: 


-How far should the initial separation 


of forces oblige Israelis and Egyptians to 
pull back. 


-How to link separation of forces and 


Israeli withdrawal from the Suez Cana! 
to an overall settlement. 


-The size and type of buffer zone that 


a United Nations emergency force would 
be expected to occupy. 


-The type and quantity of weapons to 


be permitted in the area on either side of 
the U.N. buffer zone. 


Kissinger, after lunch with Sadat, was 


to fly to Jerusalem. If successful in both 
places, he is expected to return to Egypt 
on Sunday evening or Monday, meet 
Sadat again and go once more to Israel 
in hopes of tying up a disengagement 
package. 


Kissinger and Sadat appeared to be fit 


and in good humor as they prepared for 
today's talks about 11 a.m. in a garden 
overlooking the Aswan High Dam. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Intense 


congressional scrutiny of the energy 
crisis appears in the offing, with four 
committees planning hearings. 


The Senate permanent investigations 


subcommittee will begin its hearings 
Jan. 21, the day Congress starts its new 
session, Chairman Henry M. Jackson, 
D-Wash., said Friday- 


Officials of the seven largest U.S. oil 


companies will be questioned at the 
hearings, Jackson said, in "an in-depth 
congressional investigation to deter- 
mine whether there is in fact an oil 
shortage." 


A House committee, a unit of the 


Senate-House Economic Committee and 
a Senate Foreign Relations subcommit- 
tee also have announced they will 
conduct hearings to try and get infor- 
mation about the energy situation. 


"There is a total lack of public 


confidence in the oil industry, in the 
federal agencies regulating the in- 
dustry, and in the validity of the 
spiraling costs of gasoline and hearing 
oil," Jackson commented. 


"People are not going to make 


sacrifices unless they get some honest, 
factual, straightforward answers about 
the extent of the shortage and who is 
benefitting from the shortage," he 
added. 


Meanwhile, the Federal Energy Office 


delayed issuance of its final petroleum 
allocations, the Labor Department 
indicated the energy crisis has cost 


American workers thousands of jobs and 
Atry. Gen. William B. Saxbe said the 
Justice Department is investigating 
major oil firms. 


A second congressional hearing will be 


held next week by the House Small 
Business Select Committee. A number of 
government and industry witnesses are 
slated to testify at the hearings begin- 
ning Wednesday. 


A subcommittee of the Senate-House 


Economic Committee will hold its 
hearings Jan. 14 and 21 with energy 
administrator William E. Simon and 
consumer advocate Ralph Nader among 
the first witnesses. 


The subcommittee of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee plans a 
probe before the end of the month of the 
role of multinational corporations in the 
energy crisis. 


The FEO announcement that its final 


petroleum allocations will not be issued 
until Tuesday, four days late, means 
there will be no transitional period for 
distributors and the public to get 
accustomed to the new rules. They are to 
take effect as planned. 


Householders who heat with oil will be 


expected to lower their thermostats six 
degrees starting Tuesday. In other 
buildings heat must be reduced 10 
degrees unless savings can be made 
some other way. 


Representatives of trade groups will 


come to Washington for a crash course

Lucey cor bought after directive 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Gov. Patrick 


J. Lucey's office acknowledged Friday 
that Liicey signed approval for purchase 
of a large-size automobile after ordering 
state agencies to buy fuel-conserving 
compacts. 


His new secretary, Jeffrey Smoller, 


outlined a list of events which he said led 
to the purchase a 1974 Chevrolet sedan. 


Smoller originally had said the car, 


with an engine powerful enough to meet 
security measures and communication 
equipment required in a gubernatorial 
car, had been ordered prior to Lucey's 
compact-car directive to bureaucrats 
Sept. 5. 


But a review of data, Smoller said, 


seems to support statements by 
Republicans that Lucey's big-car 
purchase was actually not signed until as 
late as Sept. 20.

Robert W. Warren, has ordered a 1974 
station wagon, also with power-con- 
suming extras! 


Lucey ordered Secretary of Adminis- 


tration Joe E. Nusbaum to purchase 
compact cars for state use wherever 
possible as an energy conservation 
measure Sept. 5, Smoller said. 


Lucey's new official car has a 454- 


cubic-inch engine, largest in the 
Chevrolet line. 


It was made at General Motors' plant 


in Janesville, replacing a 1972 Chevrolet 
which had registered more than 55,000 
miles, Smoller said. 


A Madison auto dealer estimated the 


new car gets about 10 miles to a gallon 
of gasoline in city driving. 


Republican Sen. Roger Murphy of 


Waukesha had said in a news release the 
decision to purchase a "luxury model 
car" rather than a compact "reinforces 
the old adage that actions speak louder 
than words." 


Smoller said he had been misinformed 


about the order date, but that many 
details had been carried out before Sept. 
5. 


"In cases such as this, much work is 


done ahead of time which would be very 
difficult to reverse," he said. 


Smoller said the auto was agreed upon 


by the Department of Administration, 
state patrol officers and the Capitol 
security office. 


CHICAGO (AP) -The Chicago Sun- 


Times reported today that a wave of 
mutual spying and suspicion between 
the White House and Pentagon led in 
1971 to a telephone tap being placed in 
the office of then Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird. 


The Sun-Times said a former White 


House official claimed Henry A. Kis- 
singer ordered the tap on Laird's office 
to determine whether secret diplomatic 
dealings were being leaked to the 
Pentagon. Kissinger, who was national 
security adviser then, was involved with 
negotiating the Vietnam settlement at 
the time. 


The Sun-Times also said another 


White House aide revealed that a 
wireless microphone was found some 
time earlier in the base of a lamp in the 
White House office of Wayne Smith, a 
Kissinger staff assistant for program 
analysis. 


Smith's office was supposedly the site 


for all of the technical planning for 
Kissinger's negotiations on the strategic 
arms limitation talks (SALT) and on 
Vietnam, the newspaper said. 


The Sun-Times said an investigation 


failed to turn up who planted the 
microphone, but high-ranking military 
officials were suspected.

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UDORN AIR FORCE BASE, Thailand 


(AP) —The United States Air Force has 
acknowledged flying regular reconnais- 
sance missions over Laos, which 
diplomatic sources in Vientiane say 
violates the country's Feb. 21 cease-fire 
agreement. 


The unarmed flights, said to be the 


best way to gather intelligence about 
North Vietnamese troop and supply 
movements in Laos, have been bitterly 
denounced by the Communist Pathet 
Lao. 


Brig. Gen. James R. Hildreth, com- 


mander of the Air Force's 13th Advance 
Echeion at Udorn Air Base in northeas- 
tern Thailand, said this week that 
unarmed RF4E Phantom jets from his 
base carry out regular photo reconnais- 
sance missions over Laos, Cambodia and 
South Vietnam. 


Ouday Souvannavong, the Royal Lao 


government's spokesman, said ending 
the flights is completely up to the 
Americans. "We ignore completely 
what the United States Air Force is doing 
over Laos or over anywhere else," he 
said. 


An Air Force spokesman described 


the RF4E as "the newest and most 
improved Phantom in the inventory," 
able to fly at speeds up to 1,300 miles per 
hour and equipped with sensitive optical 
and infrared cameras. He said the plane 
can carry out reconnaissance in all 
weather at high or low altitudes. 


"These flights are permitted under 


the Vietnam cease-fire agreement," 
said Col. Robert W. Clement, the 
commander of the 432nd Tactical 
Reconnaissance Wing. The agreement 
on ending the war in Vietnam says there 
shall be no reconnaissance flights over 
North Vietnam but is vague about South 
Vietnam. There is no cease-fire 
agreement in Cambodia. 


But as for Laos, diplomatic sources in 


Vientiane say there are no provisions for 
reconnaissance flights over Laos under 
the terms of the separate Laotian 
protocols. 


Article 14 of the protocols says: 


"Movements by air forces, including 
reconnaissance and supply flights by one 
side which violate the air space of the 
other side's zone, are forbidden until the 
determination of the route has been 
made officially...." 
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1971 White House investigation of news 
leaks revealed that the Pentagon had 
unauthorized access to information from 
National Security Council meetings. 


The sources said that the incident 


involved information about National 
Security Council discussions being 
leaked to the news media by a low level 
employe at the Defense Department. 


A White House spokesman, however, 


said that news accounts of the incident 
were based on fragmentary evidence. 
The spokesman refused to disclose the 
full story. 


The spokesman did say that informa- 


tion had been provided on a confidential 
basis to the special Watergate prosecu- 
tor, the chairmen of the House and 
Senate Armed Services Committees and 
the chairman and vice chairman of the 
Senate Watergate committee. 


A source said the White House 


plumbers unit traced the news leaks to 
the Pentagon and subsequently an aide 
to then national security adviser Henry 
A. Kissinger "all of a sudden disap"- 
peared." 


The discovery of the security breach 


came as the plumbers were trying to 
trace leaks of documents on the India- 
Pakistan war. The leaked material had 
been published by columnist Jack 
Anderson. 


Another source said Rear Adm. 


Robert O. Welander was transferred 
from his post as liaison officer for the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff at the council after 
his notes on council proceedings were 
leaked to Anderson by a third party. The 
leak was eventually traced to a~Navy 
man at the Pentagon, sources said.

- NEENAH - Master of the press 
through the years, Neenah's Rockets 
had the tables turned on them by a 
determined group of Kimberly Paper- 
makers and were handed their first 
defeat, 50-44, Friday night. 


The setback ended a 9-game winning 


string assembled by the Twin Citians, 
ranked No. 1 in the Associated Press' 
first weekly poll. 


For the fourth-seeded Papermakers, 


who should move higher as a result of 
the conquest, it valuted them back into 
first place with their victims in the 
Fox Valley Association race. 


The state's feature clash was wit- 


nessed by a crowd estimated to be in 
excess of 3,600 (the fieldhouse comfor- 
tably seats 3,200. People were turned 
away starting at 7 o'clock. 


The pressing defense employed by 


Coach Jack Wippich's Papermakers 
helped produce 18 Neenah first half 
turnovers and saw the hosts limited to 
a slim 15 points for two periods of 
work.

Year of conservation, 
expansion for UWGB 


GREEN BAY -The year 1S73 was one 


of pushing out dimensions and pulling 
in belts for the University of Wisconsin 
—Green Bay. 


The belts —from an energy conserva- 


tion standpoint — began tightening as 
early as Jan. 26, when UWGB lowered 
building temperatures from 72 degrees 
to 68 degrees. Another big tug at the 
power fat came in December when 
emergency energy crisis policies were 
broadened to include reduced lighting, 
lower motor pool speeds and even 
further reductions in temperatures 
during evenings and on weekends. 


The stretching of boundaries ranged 


from the physical campus to the 
academic philosophy. 


UWGB grew outward in December 


with the gift from Inland Steel Cor- 
poration of two acres of land near the 
Bay Apartments and grew upward in 
September with occupancy of the three 
buildings of the College of Creative 
Communication complex. 


At the same time, the Deckner 


Building, long the home of UW in Green 
Bay, was vacated by all UWGB units 
except the physical education staff. 


The foundation for another expansion 


capped the year in late December when 
the State Building Commission gave its 
approval for a physical education 
facility for the campus. 


The university's ability to respond to 


innovative suggestions from faculty, 
staff and students was given a dramatic 
boost in July when a $180,000 grant was 
announced. The award, part of the 
Venture Fund program of the Ford 
Foundation, was earmarked to provide 
"research and development" seed 
money for special educational activities 
not anticipated in the regular budget. 


In August, the campus received word 


from Madison of a central administra- 
tion recommendation that UWGB be 
designated one of two "special mission" 
institutions in the UW system and be 
considered for master's degree and 
specialist level work appropriate to its 
mission. 


With the fall semester, the new 


University Without Walls (UWW) had 
added another dimension to UWGB. The 
innovative 
program, 
established 


through a $15,000 grant from the Union 
for 
Experimenting Colleges 
and 


Universities, currently involves more 
than 20 students in degree-district 
work, tailor-made by each student and a 
committee of advisers. 


UWW allows students to pursue a 


variety of learning experiences outside 
the traditional classroom, to prescribe 
their own curriculum and to graduate 
when they have accomplished learning 
objectives agreed upon with the ad- 
visors. 


Auditors and UWW students joined a 


growing and changing student bodv at 
UWGB during 1973. Most dramatic in 
its change has been the number of 
transfer students on campus. Increases 


of from SO to 65 per cent were the 
year-long phenomenon, with each 
semester producing greater numbers 
than the corresponding semester of 
1972. 


While many institutions across the 


nation experienced falling enrollments, 
UWGB maintained an increase each 
semester of the year. Enrollment was 
more than 3,500 for the spring semester, 
1,300 for summer and 3,600 for fall. 


The conference fare on campus 


ranged from a seminar sponsored by 
UWGB and the environmental research 
advisory committee of the American 
Foundrymen*s Society in January to the 
national conference in June on religious 
and ethical perspectives. 


While faculty and staff involved 


themselves in far-reaching work and 
won recognition for their contributions, 
students were also making 1973 a year 
of note. 


One of the most significant happen- 


ings had its start in May, when UWGB 
was invited to send the'only collegiate 
band from the United States to be 
"band in residence" for the eight-week 
summer session at the Institute for 
Advanced Musical Studies in Crans, 
Switzerland. The experience for some 
100 band members, directors and 
chaperones included studies at the ins- 
titute, concerts throughout Switzerland, 
a special 1,500-mile concert tour 
through Romania and sight-seeing ex- 
cursions in other neighboring countries.

businesses and their customers. 


York, a former Republican party 


executive, said he is confident the Nixon 
administration will soon provide 
adequate guidelines on fuel allocations 
for the states. 


"There has been no mandatory 


gasoline program, and that has left us 
frustrated," he said. 


"I am not awfully critical of the feds 


at this point," he said. "It has taken 
them time to put the pieces together, and 
now they are coming up with a good 
program."

WASHINGTON (AP) -The proposal 


made by the Nixon administration to 
eliminate existing import quotas on 
wheat, a move critics say would tend to 
depress U.S. farm prices, actually was 
suggested 18 months ago by a team of 
Agriculture Department experts. 


The recommendation was part of an 


over-all plan aimed at liberalizing world 
agricultural trade. The report had been 
requested by Peter M. Flanigan, a White 
House trade adviser. 


Although initially kept under wraps, 


the so-called Flanigan Report concen- 
trated heavily on ideas for reducing 
tariffs and other trade barriers, 
including recommendations for easing 
many of the traditional U.S. restrictions 
on agricultural imports. 


The plan assumes, the report said, 


that U.S farm programs would be 
gradually keyed to putting more land 
back into production and thus make 
wheat, feed grains and soybeans a 
mainstay of future exports. 


"It also assumes that our import 


restrictions on wheat and dairy 
products, our import duties on wheat, 
oilseeds and meals, feed grains and 
livestock products will be removed 
gradually over a period of time," the 
report said. 


President Nixon announced last Nov. 


1 that he had asked the U.S. Tariff 


Commission to study the feasibility of 
removing wheat import quotas.

most such cases, the patient is aware of 
what is happening, and the medication 
is more important than the side effects. 


I think I should mention a warning 


that enlargement, on one side, and with 
a painless lump under or near the nip- 
ple, should be viewed suspiciously. 
While only 1 per cent of breast cancer 
occurs in males, it is too serious a thing 
not to keep in mind. 


Because of the various possibilities, a 


thorough checkup by your doctor is in 
order. But the patient should under- 
stand that it is possible there is no 
dangerous underlying cause and that 
nothing can be done except perhaps 
losing weight —or resorting to surgery 
to remove some of the excess tissue. 


Such plastic surgery is, in certain 


cases, the only cure, and it is being done 
frequently. It is not an extensive 
procedure.

removed more than a year ago and all is 
well except that my arm has begun to 
swell.

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Underdeveloped nations a/so hurt 


One might reasonably assume that the underdeveloped 


countries would be least hurt by the current world energy 
crisis. After all we've been told for years of the ability of 
struggling people to make do with hand plows, ox power 
and washing their clothes in streams. The bicycles of the 
North Vietnamese were supposed to be one reason supplies 
went south when major roads were bombed out. 


But it seems that the more backward nations of the world 


are in trouble too. 


For one thing, we've been exporting modern technology to 


them for the last couple of decades and promoting it as the 
means out of their miseries. Now they must be told to go 
back to the old ways of raising food and transporting goods. 


But of even greater impact may be the indirect results of 


the shortage. Skyrocketing fuel costs are bound to hurt and 
the recent jump in price per barrel by the Arabs seems 
to be the first step toward quadrupling the cost. 
Developing countries just don't have much money. More 
than that, they depend upon their own exports, usually of 
raw materials, to keep their financial affairs in balance. If 
the industrial countries lack fuel for the factories, they 
won't need the raw materials either. The developing 
agricultural nations also need massive amounts of fer- 
tilizer. Those which are derivatives of petroleum won't be as 
readily available. And the nations won't have the money to 
buy what there is. The restrictions on food production will 
hurt exports and increase the dangers of famine. 


Aid to the developing countries is also facing a cutback. 


Doubts about success are bound to hamper private invest- 
ment and those of markets and credit —and larger costs for 
everything —are causing slowdowns from the richer na- 
tions. 


It seems quite possible that there will be a trend back to 


some of the old ways. But, according to Dr. Robert West, 
professor of international economics at the Fletcher School 
of Law and Diplomacy, Tufts University, the old ways must 
be tempered with the new. Less energy may be used 
once again for producing food but more food must also be 
produced. The growing reliance upon large outside capital 
investment must stop. The ratio of calories produced to 
calories used can no longer be assumed to be that of the 
developed nations-which may also be changing their ways. 


In the long run the slowdown may be an advantage. In 


many of the less technologically advanced societies, sudden 
changes have brought near chaos to tribal, religious and 
social values which are little less than catastrophic no 
matter how much more to eat there may be. Man, indeed, 
does not live by bread alone and the disruptions would not 
occur through slower, more orderly change. 


The myth of U.S. omnipotence 


Sir Denis Brogan, British political scientist, died recently 


in England. Professor Brogan's primary talent was his 
ability to view current events objectively. 


Although Professor Brogan wrote about British and 


French political systems, he seemed to be most astute in his 
studies about the United States. He wrote ten books about 
America including The American Problem, U.S.A., An 
Outline of the Country, Its People and Institutions and 
America In the Modern World. 


In the latter he was critical of our economic imperialism 


in Latin America and what he viewed as our emphasis upon 
private enterprise sometimes to the detriment of public 
service. This was in contrast to British tradition. 


But Brogan perhaps was best known in this country for his 


comments about "the myth of American omnipotence." In 
reference particularly to the take-over of mainland China by 
the Communists, Brogan's criticism pointed out that the 
United States simply did not have the power or resources or 
insight to determine all events around the world. Thus, it 
wasn't the failure of General Marshall's mission to China 
that led to Mao Tse-tung's victory. 


The events in Indochina in the last decade have proven 


Brogan astute. Had we listened to him then we might have 
avoided the dismal swamp of Vietnam. 


Brogan has been criticized for his shying away from 


causes in preference to viewing them objectively rather 
than philosophically or emotionally. But the leaders of the 
world's government need to understand political differences 
and struggles if they are to make sound decisions. D. W. 
Brogan often has correctly interpreted trends but too often 
not enough people with power were listening. 


Army develops new nerve gas 


In 1969 Americans began to protest against the Army 


dumping of dangerous nerve gases in the oceans. Trans- 
portation of the volatile substances also alarmed a lot of 
people. The Army then decided that the toxic gases would 
have to be destroyed through a "detoxification" process 
which would cost about $200 million.

The Army is now planning to spend at least 
another $200 million developing another kind of nerve gas. 


The product is a binary gas and the Army points with 


pride to its major feature. Two components have to be 
mixed to become lethal. They would be stored in separate 
compartments of an artillery shell and only the explosion of 
the shell would rupture the diaphragm between. The Army 
hasn't as yet concerned itself with worries about the 
diaphragm disintegrating in some other way. Nor has it 
worked out how the product can be tested since there is 
some amount of antagonism to open air tests after a whole 
bunch of sheep were fatally stricken in Utah during another 
such testing. Americans quite rationally figure that a 
product which kills sheep in pastures might kill kids in 
schoolyards. They also rationally opine that an organization 
which carelessly lets the stuff drift to pastures might let it 
drift to schoolyards. 


Americans might even wonder why we need another nerve 


gas since we seem to have quite an assortment of weapons to 
fight any kind of war. President Nixon has already said we 
wouldn't be the first to use chemical weapons. Obviously 
using them wouldn't kill the enemy any deader than a 
nuclear device would. 


But the Army says nerve gas is a deterrent. Then it 


refused to discuss the matter until someone asked how 
nerve gas could deter the Soviet Union if it didn't know 
about it? There must be the suspicion that the Army was 
more worried about nervous Americans knowing about 
nerve gas in the United States than Russian intelligence. 


So —if the diplomacy works, the shells will stay in storage 


until such time that they become outmoded and then the 
military will have to spend a few hundred million more 
destroying the old and making something new and more 
deadly.

Geneva peace talks 
bear some fruit

The Middle East peace talks seem to 


be bearing some fruit even though the 
policy gap between Israel and the Arab 
states remains as wide as ever. 


Egyptian sources say Cairo's faith in 


the diplomacy of Secretary of Henry A. 
Kissinger has been bolstered by the fact 
that the start of the talks went just 
about as he had predicted. 


Egypt is also pleased that the 


conference agreed to give priority to the 
problem of troop pullbacks from terri- 
tory fought over the war. 


Israel is reported happy because the 


conference agreed to arrive at decisions 
by consensus rather than majority vot- 
ing. The latter would have meant that 
the Egyptian-Jordanian-Soviet bloc 
would outvote the Israelis on key issues. 


The Israelis are also reported pleased 


that the conference has been titled a 
peace conference and not a meeting 
with the sole aim of trying to force 
Israel to evacuate territory it won by 
force of arms. 


It was also noted that foreign 


ministers Abba Eban of Israel and 
Andrei Gromyko held a rare meeting. 


Gromyko is cochairman of the talks. It 
was the first such meeting since Mos- 
cow broke relations with Israel over the 
1967 war. 


But despite the air of relative cor- 


diality the differences remain, mainly 
over territory. 


Eban said in his opening speech that 


Israel would refuse to pull back all the 
way to pre-1967 frontiers. Something 
that Egypt and Jordan have demanded. 


The Arabs in turn spoke of restoring 


the "legitimate rights" of the Pales- 
tinians. This phrase has always been 
interpreted as a threat to liquidate the 
Israelis. 


Eban offered compensation for lost 


Palestinian land, but he ruled out any 
Palestinian state and suggested that the 
refugees blend into the Arab world. 


The status of Jerusalem seemed as 


far from solution as ever. Jordan which 
ruled the Arab sector until the 1967 war, 
has stood fast by her demands that she 
get it back.

The final drafts were approved 


unanimously 
despite 
strong 


disagreement from the Association of 
University of Wisconsin Facultv 
(TAUWF), which asked for a one 
month's delay on the adoption. TAUWF 
President Charles Kenney said the 
designation of Green Bay and Stout as 
special campuses gave them special 
status that was unfair to the other 
campuses. 


Kenny called the recent hearings 


"window-dressing" and suggested that 
issuance of the final drafts during the 
holidays was a purposeful attempt to 
avoid faculty and campus discussion. 


But Kenny's arguments were dilluted 


by several regents who said they had 
changed their minds since September 
and lent full support to the new mis- 
sions. Regent John Lavine of Chippewa 
Falls repudiated Kenney's objections 
and said he was angry that there would 
even be a suggestion that the hearings 
were window-dressing. 


Regent Mary Williams said she did 


not feel that Green Bay and Stout were 
being given special sta'tus but admitted 
that the schools did have special mis- 


sions that were altogether different 
from the other campuses. A Stevens 
Point resident, she had been one of the 
strongest opponents to the special 
mission assignment in September. 


The new missions are part of an 


attempt by the regents to follow the 
mandate of the system merger by 
cutting 
some 
of 
the 
little-used 


programs and eliminating duplication 
in the system. 


Green Bay will remain primarily 


associated with the theme of man and 
his environment and develop un- 
dergraduate and graduate programs to 
that subject. Stout will be concerned 
with professional careers in industry, 
technology, home economics and! 
vocational rehabilitation. 


The assignment of Oshkosh and Eau 


Claire as regional graduate centers has 
kicked up more of a fuss. The original 
suggestion by Central Administration 
seemed to 
imply that all other cam- 


puses, except Madison and Milwaukee, 
would lose thair graduate programs. 


But the issue has subsided with the 


later 
announcement 
that 
many- 


graduate programs would remain a't 
the other campuses and the voluntary 
formation of consortiums among the 
campuses. 


Eau Claire, River Falls, La Crosse, 


Stout and Superior have formed the 
West Central Wisconsin Consortium 
(WCWC) 
to determine how 
the 


graduate programs at the campuses 
can best be merged. 


Donald Smith, vice president for

James Stampp and deputy director Rav 
Kaskey. 


Supv. Eugene Higgins, chairman of 


the Board of Social Services, said he did 
not feel that Stampp and Kaskey should 
be included with the other supervisory 
personnel. 


The proposed raises would put 


Stampp's annual salary at $17.547. The 
Board of Social Services submitted a 
resolution in November asking that 
Stampp's salary be increased to 518,800. 
That resolution was referred to the 
personnel committee where it still sits. 


Higgins said he felt his board's 


resolution should be handled before the 
personnel committee recommendations 
are acted upon. 


The main provisions in the proposed 


union contract settlement are a S45 
monthly salary increase; an increase of 
$2.50 monthly to $25 in the county's 
contribution toward the employe's 
share of state retirement; making Good 
Friday a full day holiday instead of a 
half day; if Dec. 24 or Dec. 31 fall on 
Saturday or Sunday, the preceeding 
Friday would be recognized for the 
half-day holiday, and the county would 
pay 100 per cent of hospital insurance 
for single coverage and continue 50 per 
cent payment of family coverage. 


Another proposal from the personnel 


committee would be to put the county 
nurse and her staff in the grade struc- 
ture of the salary program, and not 
continue them on a contract basis.

He had said he was powerless to wrest 


necessary data from petroleum cor- 
porations. So the legislature gave him 
authority last month to go to court if 
suppliers continue to be stubborn. 


York said he had been handicapped 


when trying to reply to complaints and 
inquiries from service stations, 
businesses and their customers. 


"There has been no mandatory 


gasoline program, and that has left us 
frustrated," he said. 


If York feels less frustration, the state 


health officer is feeling more concern 
about citizens' lungs while the State 
Highway Commission is issuing orders 
about less maintenance on snow-coated 
roads. 


Dr. George Handy said a fuel-saving 


modification in the state's minimum 


requirements for pumping air into 
places of public accommodation could 
lead to stale air in heavily traveled 
buildings unless occupants show good 
sense. 


Without the customary flow of fresh 


air through ventilation systems, he said, 
tobacco smoke may accumulate in 
quantities hazardous to persons with 
allergies and pulmonary conditions. 


"I would ask smokers to recognize 


their obligations to those around them 
and to show consideration," he said. 


To lessen the demand for furance heat, 


the required amount of intake of winter 
air for public buildings has been 
reduced, at least until May 5.

Speener,

Outagamie County Health Center 


Supt. Eugene K. Speener was asked to 
resign at least twice this week by 
County Board 
Chairman Russell 


DeLaHunt, who had been one of his 
strongest supporters. 


Speener told The Post-Crescent 


Friday afternoon that he will not resign. 
DeLaHunt said he no longer can defend 
him, in large part because of reaction 
he is getting from the public. 


Reliable sources had said at mid- 


week that Speener, after conferring with 
DeLaHunt Tuesday night, might resign 
from the $21,000 a year post. 


DeLaHunt acknowledged that he 


talked with Speener again Thursday 
and on the telephone just before a 
meeting at the Health Center Friday 
afternoon regarding a resignation. 


Speener would say only that he has 


talked to DeLaHunt numerous times 
about a variety of subjects. He would 
not confirm or deny that he had talked 
about resigning. 


Speener, 48, superintendent since 


1967, was charged with three felony 
counts of misconduct in public office 
after a lengthy John Doe investigation 
last year. 


The district attorney's office said 


Speener admitted getting a television 
set from a New York chemical company 
after he ordered $1,800 in floor wax'; 
that he granted an unauthorized pay 
raise to an accountant and that he billed 
the county for hundreds of dollars in 
personal, long distance telephone calls. 


Waupaca County Judge A. Don 


Zwickey dismissed all three charges 
after a preliminary hearing. 


Speener has come under fire from a 


growing number of county board 
members during the past" several 
months. A few supervisors had called 
for his resignation before the John Doe 
started last July. 


The county's Board of Social Services 


has been especially critical of Speener 
and has repeatedly argued that he is not 
capable of properly running the Health 
Center. 


DeLaHunt, Speener and supervisors 


Eugene Higgins and George Schroeder 
were at a special meeting at the Health 
Center Friday afternoon to discuss a 
proposed $200,000 remodeling job there. 


At the start of the meeting, DeLaHunt 


asked Speener if he had any long-range 
plans. The question referred to their 
earlier 
conversations 
at 
which 


Speener's resignation was discussed, 
DeLaHunt later acknowledged. 


DeLaHunt said the new unified health 


services board has been bogged down 
over reaction to Speener's being ap- 
pointed its acting director. Some 
members of the 15-member board do 
not think he should have the top health 
job, which pays nothing above his 
superintendent's salary. 


If Speener's future with the county 


were known, DeLaHunt said, the unified 
health board "could use its full poten- 
tial."
